As Large Factor 

Professor Clarke Signals Pos- 
sible Dangers of Racial 
■ .'Concordat 



ADDRESSES CLUB 

Believes Mi^iti^ to 
More . Diversified System 
.. of IVfbdern Educalion9:»>^ 
The advantages and possim^^^' 
gers of Quebec's concordat formed the 
main thème of a farewell address giv- 
en by Profe«or .Pred Clarke of the 
pei»rtm«it^>^j^ucatlon at McGill 
'bèfomlu^'^C^adla of Montreal 
at its^weekly luncheon in the Wind- 
l^'ihoîâ 'oii Monday. Professor éluke 
reviewed his five years in this coun- 
try by putting Canada under his mic- 
roscope, taking Quebec first and then 
the Dominion: at large. 

In regard to .this province he touched 
on the large i)1ace that an agreement 
between the two. races played in the 
public Ufe. -Raving also lived in South 
Africa, : he ' was able .to make compari- 
sons Iwlth the sister dominion, which 
also .ihas 'the sarne problems. As to 
Canada .at large, he foresaw a prom- 
taent':pia!» .lnvth(e' Emi>ire for it aiid 
iilso in 'intemationàl affairs. On 'ac- 
count pt the geographical position, 
jecnaomic strength, and happy relations 
with Great Britain and the Common- 
wealth of Nations. 

The speaker suggested that tlie solu- 
tion of the two race problem might 
have a world-wide 'significance in the 
future. He had been impressed,becàuse 
he came from a country. South Africa, 
which wa^ also working out a perman- 
ent concordat. There, the passing of 
a status act and the fusion of the two 
parties under Smuts and Hértzog, was 
a step . forward, .?o him, thé striking 
thing about, the Quebec concordat was 
it£ stability and -long-continued solid- 
ity, besides, tlie.deep Impression it must 
jnake on ...history, • There were isdme 
differences bet^'een two countries. 
.Quebec ';had.'.bpth racial 'and reli^dus 
differences; Sdutii Africa's racial iirob-' 
lém -was' dééper, but the religious élé- 
ment; Àras, absent.. 

Professor Clarke couched upon the 
gap today, between- the generation of 
fifty years of ago and the growing one, 
pointing out tlie difference in environ- 
ment. He sai(| .he was convinced that 
Montreal 'was; entitled; to a .'morè di- 
versiflMUnd^ç^equaté. system of mod-' 
ern Idcncaâra'^than : it- has; Thé- 're- 
sources arid eq'ùlpm-înt are there, but 
the' spirit is lacking which would se- 
cure It.^ ■ V-"'-i'^T"-:'.-;...:- ' : - '

When the leatlirig 'Whigs of 1688 de- 
posed James II, they did not waste 
precious time .in arguing over the logic 
In the stand they took' agalnst him; 
'.thei r declahitlon, in which the idea 



^ s brought forward of an original 
contact between the king and the 
people which the' former broke, was 
Inexact, illogical, incorrect. 

But these nobles knew that time was 
a precio^iis factor in winning the strug- 
gle, so they put aside logic and adopt- 
ed oxpediéhcy ihsl«ad;,,? .'iM>w.r'lct us 
contrast this action \t^tlv that of the 
German revolutionaries of .1848. .Tliere 
the leaders, with characteristic Teut- 
onic gravity and mental , heaviness, 
they argued for so long- as to whether 
the constitution should begin with the 
words "every German"- or "each Ger- 
man" and which was the more lexical, 
that the king was, able, in the meari- 
.tlme. to bring forward his artUlery and 
give tiie revolutionaries a thorough 
trottnchig. And could have the satis- 
faction of saying that he refused to 
accept a crown of sticks and mud. 
Tlie only tlme- that; England got a 
beating was when shè folr 
^hoi-oughly logical policy. ■ 'We 
refer .to the American Revolutionary 
War , and the loss of the colonies to 
Biltain." Now,' when Britain,- or rather, 
thé Bi-ltlsh 'governiment . began to 
tighten up its regulations in .regkid to 
tlie : g<>y!Bmmen^ con- 
trol S^nSïe^îojiïésl-it'^^ only fol- 
lowing, out to its logical conclusion 
the powers and rights which the law 
gave Britain .in 're ga^ lfe|tlie, colonies. 
And, in^so doing, cw^^ M^ per. Had 
the govjernment use«^|^Pe-Iess log^c 
and more common sense and Intiiltlon, 
the story might have been very differ- 
ent. 

In order to bring tho subject' nearer 
home, let us pass over ever so briefly 
the cai'eer of Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Certainly it is. not the history of. a 
career that was the direct outcome of 
a logical process ' of thinkL^.g. ' As a 
speaker once put it, ,Macdonàld pos- 
sessed a sort of sixtbjsense, ahnost a 
woman's intuition, wiiici^made him do 
the right thing at the right tlme, with- 
out he liimself being able to explain 
how he knew it. And what was the 
result? Tliat more than any, otherilii-
